MORE CLASSROOMS, SCHOOLS 
PLANNED IN TORRANCE

Twenty-seven elementary 
classrooms will be made 
available for use for the 
first time this year with the 
opening of the Meadow Park 
school. The Meadow Park school 
will have 12 classrooms and an 
administrative unit to serve the 
area,south of Seputveda, avoid­ 
ing some triple sessions at the 
Seaside school.

Two new classroom wings 
will open at Walteria and Rivi­ 
era. Eaeh wing contains 4 class­ 
rooms and rest room facilities. 

Four bungalows have been 
moved onto the Carr site and 
three bungalows were moved 
to El Nido to help relieve some 
of the ever increasing enroll­ 
ment.

Under Construction 
Two schools are now under 

construction but behind sched­ 
ule due to 1he labor difficulties 
encountered in the building in­ 
dustry the last few months. The 
Crens.haw school, a pre-cast, tilt- 
up concrete project, is well 
along. The plant consists of 14 
classrooms and an administra­ 
tive unit and multi-purpose 
room. This project is being 
totally financed by the Federal 
Government. The Hillside school 
is being framed at this time. It 
contains 12 classrooms, a utility 
room, and an administrative 
unit.

Two complete schools arc 
on the drawing hoard* at thin 
tinw. Tho £arl Slwte Hohool, 
which will help to house a 
portion of the large subdivi- 
Nioti west of Hawthorne be­ 
tween Del A m o boulevard 
and 190th Htreet, will be ready 
for Slate Division of Archi­ 
tects' approval In the near 
future. Thin is also a federal­ 
ly financed project and will 
contain IK classrooms, a 
multi-purpose room, and an 
administrative unit.

The Pacific school, which 
will serve the large Kllinwood 
development south of Pacific 
<JoaNt highway aft well an a 
portion of Hollywood Riviera, 
Is also on the drawing boards. 
This school will contain 19 
classrooms, a lunch patio, and 
an administrative unit.

Portable Classrooms 
In addition to the above pro­ 

jects, the Board has authorized 
the preparation of plans for 
portable classrooms to be built 
at the following schools: Perry 
school, two double classroom 
units and a double kindergarten 
unit; North Torrance school, 
two double classrooms and a 
double kindergarten unit; Sea­ 
side school, three double class­ 
room units, a double kindergar­ 
ten unit, and a lavatory unit.

The Board of Education i« 
also in the process of procuring 
additional school sites in newly 
developed areas as funds be­ 
come available.

The schools have attracted nation-wide 
attention.

Local School Buildings 
Gains National Attention

Torrance schools are nation­ 
ally known for many unique fea­ 
tures. Among the best known 
are the following:

1. The dining patio, which 
consists of an auditorium of 
about 2000 square feet and a 
pullman type kitchen which is 
built for around $35,000 and is 
used as a multi-purpose unit for 
the elementary schools. This is 
Torrance's answer to the $80,000 
multi-purpose unit which was 
originally designed for the 
schools of Torrance.

2. Another unique feature of 
the district is the windowless 
cafeteria ,which appears in 
some areas of the district. One 
is now being built at Crenshaw 
school, and one already exists 
at the Fern Avenue school.

3. Another unique feature of 
the district, is 1he fact that many 
of the buildings are built of 
pre-cast concrete, commonly 
known as the tilt-up method. 
The new North Torrance High 
School and 5 of the elementary 
schools are constructed with 
this method. The cost has been 
kept under $11 per square foot 
in all cases.

"It is the objective of the 
Torrance Board of Education to 
build as many classrooms as

possible with the bond money 
and to stretch the money as far 
as possible for the children of 
the community," Mrs. Grace 
Wright. Board president, sit*ted.

"It is also the objective of 
the Board of Education to build 
buildings that will have low 
maintenance costs.

"These two objectives do not 
interfere with the children hav­ 
ing adequate space and build­ 
ings of sound construction, but 
they do eliminate some of the 
extras in the buildings that are 
not essential to the educational 
program."
